Though a Fighting Man, 
Hated War and Loved 
Peace 


It has been said of admirals that 
they are divided into two classes. In 
one is Nelson, in the other class are 
all the rest of the admirals, More 
than a century after his death Nel- 
son’s memory is dearer to English- 
men and more respected by the sea- 
men of foreign nations than when he 
was alive. The essence of Nelson’s 
teachings was duty, efficiency, and 
foresight. In a slender frame he had 
an iron mind and a soul on fire with 
an intrepid courage and a resistless 
will. He was gentle, most loving and 
most kind. In his thoughts unselfish, 
in his decds he was plain and true. 
The guiding principles of Nelson’s 
life appeal not only to seamen, but to 
every boy and girl in the empire. 
Victor Hugo said: “The national 
spirit is the strongest of bulwarks.” 

Nelson did- more to embody the 
soul of England than any comman- 
der of the last century. Though a 
fighting man, Nelson hated war and 
loved peace, but he knew that the 
only way to secure peace for England 
was to be strong upon the sea, 

One observer, a comrade in arms, 
Lieutenant Laynian, said that Lord 
Nelson was a most extraordinary 
man, possessing opposite points of 
character, little in little things, but by 
far the greatest man in great things 
he ever saw, that he had seen him 
petulant in trifles, and as cool and 
collected as a philosopher when sur- 
rounded by dangers in which men of 

_common minds, with clouded coun- 
tenances, would say: “Oh! what is to 
be done?” It was a treat to see his 
animated countenance in the heat of 
action. When he did his greatest 
work he was blind in one eye. He 
wrote to a friend, “My eyesight fails 
me most dreadfully; I firmly believe 
that in a few years I shall be stone 


blind. It is the only one of my mal- 
adies that makes me unhappy, but 
God's will be done.” 

Nelson’s great battles were the 
Nile, the Baltic and Trafalgar. The 
battles were won and not lost, be- 
cause Nelson contrived to fill every 


officer and man in the fleet with his 
Own spirit. What that spirit was is 
revealed in the signal hoisted at Tra- 
falgar. They were only nine words, 
but the nine words will last with the 
language: “ENGLAND EXPECTS 
THAT EVERY MAN WILL DO 
HIS DUTY.” 
These words were backed by a 
lifetime of deeds, Nelson was often 
wounded, often in action, and he 
asked nobody to do more than he was 
prepared to do himself. To his fol- 
lowers he said, “Come on,” not “Go 
on.” How Nelson is honored in the 
British navy today is exemplified by 
the triple V-shaped stripe on our 
sailors’ dress, which commemorates 
Nelson’s three great victorics, the 
Nile, Copenhagen and Trafalgar, and 
the black kerchief worn by our sail- 
ors commemorates Nelson's death, 
No nation can enter with deeper 
sympathy into the spirit which ani- 
mates Britons in honoring the mem- 
ory of Nelson than can France, with 
her long list of heroes of the past,

“Scotland is going dry next year,” 
according to Rev. Dr. J. H. Jowett, 
who sailed on the Adriatic for Eng- 
land recently, after preaching a 
month in his former church at the 
Fifth avenue Presbyterian church, 
New York.

Badges For ;

Consideration Being Given to “Some 
Special Form of Recog- 
nition” 

At the time of the issue of torpedo 
badges, a protest was put forward by 
a: member of the seafaring commun- 
ity, who maintained that the issue of 
this decoration created an anomaly 
in that the shipmaster who saved his 
vessel by skillful navigation went un- 
recognized, whilst an incompetent 
master, who was directly responsible 
for the loss of his ship, might claim 

the decoration. 

The Mercantile Marine Service As- 
sociation took this matter up, and 
whilst acknowledging that every 
shipmaster who had been through the 
ordeal of being torpedoed deserved 
some recognition of the fact, repre- 
sentations were made to the Minis- 
try of Shipping that some further 
form of recognition might be granted 
for successful navigation during the 
war. The secretary of the Mercan- 
tile Marine Service Association has 
now been informed that considera- 
tion is being given to the issue of 
“some speaial form of recognition” 
to those masters and officers of the 
mercantile marine, who through the 
war navigated their vessels safely 
through the danger zones, 

The seé¢retary of the Mercantile 
Marine Service Association has also 
been officially informed that torpedo 
badges are granted to officers and 
seamen who have been taken pris- 
oners by the enemy after their ves- 
sels have been torpedoed, if, on their 
release, they complete a subsequent 
voyage of one month.

his ancestors}... Only by friendly in- 

ess tervention was bloodshed avoided.

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Conditions In Russia 
Col. Ward Says That Bolsheviki Have 
Unlimited Supply of Ammunition 

Col. John Ward, the Labor mem- 
ber of Parliament, has returned to 
England from Siberia, having. bee. 
summoned home by the War Office 
for consultation, says the . Christian 
Science Monitor. : 

Colonel: Ward left England — three 
years ago in command of a battalion 
of the Middlesex Regiment, and his 
cool and courageous conduct on the 
sinking of the Tyndareus by~a mine 
off Cape Agulhas on February 9,-en 
the way out, won general admiration. 

Colonel Ward and’ his © battalion 
spent some months in. Hong Kong, 
and afterward formed part of . the 
allied force which overthrew Bolshe- 
vist rule in east Siberia. They have 
recently been holding positions in 
north Russia in conjunction with Ad- 
miral Kolchak’s forces, \It- is under- 
Stood that the battalion has been 
withdrawn and is now on its way 
back to England. 

In an interview with a press rep- 
resentative, shortly after his arrival, 
Colonel Ward said that the horrors 
of Bolshevist rule had not been ex- 
English papers, so 
far as he had seen them, In fact, 
he was doubtful whether half the 
truth had been told about. the atroci- 
ties committed under the direction of 
the band of assassins at’ Moscow. 
“The Bolshevist Regime varies,” 
however, “in different districts,” he 
said, “In one district in north Rus- 
sia a commissary was sent who was 
rather a decent fellow. He told the 
peasants just to carry on as they had 
been doing, and nothing particular 
happened, In the adjoining district 
another commissary filled the wells 
with men, women and children, The 
result was that the people of that 
district revolted, imprisoned the com- 
missory, and have ever since kept the 
forces of the Bolsheviki at bay.” 
Asked the secret of the prolonged 
existence of the always threatened 
Bolshevist government, Colonel Ward 
replied, “You do not know what can 
be done under terrorism, Each offi- 
cial has a grip on those just under 
him, and so it goes on throughout 
the whole population. Everyone acts 
under fear of denunciation to the au- 
thorities.~ Besides, there is no food, 
there is no clothing, there are none 


aggerated in the 


of the ordinary necessities of life*for) 


views. . 

“Again the Bolsheviki have com- 
mand of the rich and manufacturing 
districts.” All the attacks upon ‘them 
have to be conducted from sparsely 
populated agricultural 
there are none of the necessities of 
modern armies, except, of course, 
food, That is why it is so important 
that munitions should be supplied to 
General Denikin for his operations in 
the south, and to Admiral Kolchak 
in the east.” 

The Bolsheviki, said Colonel Ward, 
have practically unlimited supplies of 
munitions, Just before the revolution 
Russia had received from Great Brit- 
ain, America and Japan, arms and 
munitions for an army of 16,000,000 
men, Although that army was. de- 
stroyed by the ill-advised action of 
Kerensky's government in placing 
questions of discipline and of policy 
under the control of committees, the 
officers saw to it that the greater 
Portion of the stores were removed to 
safe places, and as a matter of fact 
only a small quantity proportionally 
fell into the hands of the Germans. 


Relief For Offenders 


French Senate Passes General Am- 
nesty Law to Aid Convicted 
Soldiers 
The general amnesty law, passed 
by the French senate and chamber 
of deputies, will afford relief not only 
to practically all soldier offenders ag-

Book Printed Nearly Century Before 
Columbus Started Across 

3 Atlantic 

In the Imperial Historiographical 
Bureau of Japan is a book printed in 
1409; nearly a century before Colum- 
bus’ started across the Atlantic, and 
interesting the world over because it 
is the first book known to have been 
printed from metal type. Wooden 
type is said to have existed earlier 
evidences of its use having been found 
in old Egyptian records, and China 
has been credited with movable type 
perhaps even more ancient, but the 


first idea of printing {from metal 
seems with considerable plausibility 
to belong to the Korean ruler Yungo- 
lo as long ago as 1403. “Whoever is 
desirous of governing,” said Yungo- 
lo, “must have a wide acquaintance 
with books, which alone will enable 
him to ascertain principles and per- 
fect his own character, and to attain 
success in regulating his conduct, in 
ordering his family aright, insovern- 
ing and veanuilinis BEBE Groce." 
Kooks, it appears, then, “came ta 
Korea from China, but the block cuts 
were unsatisfactory to Yungo-lo, and 
the ambition came to him “to have 
types molded in copper, with which 
to print all the books that I may get 
hold of in order to make their con- 
tents widely known.” The wise Kor- 
ean ruler, however, decided that the 
expense should not be imposed on 
the people, and apparently headed a 
subscription among those whom he 
felt could afford to finance the pro- 
ject, Thus began the casting of cop- 
per type in Korea, much earlier in 
the fifteenth century than the appear-

These Insects 

A French professor named Bonnier 
tells in a paper -bearing the difficult 
name of Revue Heodomadiaire, a tale 
of the intelligence of the busy bee. 
On the Paris-Lyons railway, near the 
Biological Laboratory at Fontaine- 
bleau, he says, some coarse granulat- 
ed sugar had been spilled in a heap 
beside the track, Bees came and 
tried to carry off the sugar, but the 
grains were too big for a bee to carry. 
Did they give up? Not these bees. 
They flew to the neighboring water- 
ing trough, loaded themselves with 
all the water they could carry, flew 
back to the sugar pile, and threw the 
water on the sugar. Soon the top 
of the pile was converted into a sy- 
rup, in which the bees busily rolled 
themselves until each and all were 
coated with syrup, when they flew 
away to their hives, There they got 
rid of their cargo and returned for 
more; and, whenever they got down 
to the coarse granulations, they re- 
sorted again to the water trough. 
Countless bees engaged in the opera- 
tion, and kept atvit tHll no sugar was 
left. So far as one recalls, this is a 
new example of intelligence of in- 
sects, and one is glad that somebody

The Cock Of Kehl Bridge 


With Its Eye Fixed on Germany, 
Certainly Commands Respect 

A Gallic cock now adorns the Pont 
de Kehl, on the Rhine, at Strasbourg, 
where but only the other day sat 
erect the griffin of Baden, symboliz- 
ing the iron heel upon Alsace, The 
idea of the setting up of the Gallic 
cock was that of the French general, 
Cernesson, the first officer in charge 
of the engineers in a freed Stras- 
bourg. The scheme was put before 
General Hirschauer and was imme- 
diately adopted. The sculptor cho- 
sen to carve the emblematic bird was 
the Alsatian Schultz. Since the peace 
treaty gave France possession of the 
entire length of the Rhine bridges, the 
Gallic cock in bronze has been placed 
aloft on the right bank of the Rhine, 
It has an air, that bird, the air ot 
the king of the barnyard lustily crow- 
ing at dawn. It may be hailing peace, 
but the cock is naturally a martial 
bird and this particular one with its 
eye fixed on Germany certainly com- 
mands respect. It had been the in- 
tention to use the bronze of a kaiser 
Statue in the casting of the Pont de 
Kehl cock, but the staue of William 
I, before the palace in Strasbourg was 
found to belie its appearance and to 
be merely composition,

Sunken Millions 


In Hundreds of Cases Ships and 
Contents Are Salvable 

Expeditions for recovering lost 
wealth from the‘sea have always lur- 
ed the adventurous, And today this 
kind of enterprise offers greater at- 
tractions than ever, Treasure seck- 
ers need no longer waste their ener- 
gies in search of mythical pirate 
hoards or legendary Spanish galleons. 
Many millions’ worth of property 
have gone down during the past four 
and a half years. 

While war lasted the British Ad- 
miralty kept all salvage work in 
British waters in their own hands, 
But they have now decided to re- 
open it to civilian enterprise and 
confine naval plant to work on the 
Belgian coast. As a result, private 
organizations such as the Liverpool 
Salvage Association are restarting as 
quickly as they can. New companies 
are being formed, for the scope of 
opportunity is world-wide, and holds 
promises of rich reward. 

There exists no difficulty in finding 
“prospects” to get to work upon, 
Around such promontories as Beachy 
Head the sea-bottom is thickly laden 
with sunken vessels, It is the samé¢ 
in part of the Mediterranean, off the 
Irish coast, in the North Sea, the 
Baltic, and the White Sea, Wher- 
ever a prominent “landfall” exists, by 
which U-boats could wait for prey, 
wrecks may be found in plenty. 

Hundreds are 60 deeply submerged 
that the hulls cannot be raised, 
though their cargoes may be recov- 
ered, But in hundreds of other 
cases both ships and contents are 
salvable. These jobs will be taken in 
hand first. They are not only the 
more profitable, but also the most im- 
portant nationally—we badly need 
the tonnage they represent, 

So pressing did our need of mere 
chant tonnage become during the war 
that the Admiralty assembled the 
largest salvage plant ever formed 
This was placed under the direction 
of Commodore F. W. Young, R.N.R., 
and by means of it there were raised 
between 400 and 500 vessels, repre- 
eenting value of approximately 
$200,000,000. To expedite salvage 
generally the Admiralty are selling 
some of their salvage ships to private 
firms, keeping only sufficient to com- 
plete the work being done for Bel- 
gium—re-opening her ports and in- 
land waterways, blocked by the Hun. 


The Prince a Sailor 
The popular idea that the Prince 
of Wales is “Our soldier Prince” 
scems to be so general that many 
people have forgotten that he is a 
sailor, too. It is close upon twelve 
years ago since, as a boy of barely 
thirteen, he entered the Royal Naval 
College at Osborne to begin his train- 
ing. As a small boy the Prince was 
always intensely fond of the sea—a 
trait inherited from his father ‘and 
his famous great-uricle, the bluff 
sailor-Duke of Edinburgh. Any yarn 
of life on the ocean wave holds his 

Royal Highness’s attention.

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Irrigation In Alberta 


Farmers Determined to Secure Sur- 
veys Without Delay 

Macleod, Alberta.—A project to 
Secure irrigation for the district ly- 
ing between the Watertown and 
Belly rivers, with its southern extre- 
mity 12 miles due west of Cardston, 
is under consideration. The proposal 
is to take the water from Belly river 
to the southwest tip of the Blood Re- 
serve, and by carrying it north parts 
ef four townships can be watered, 
some 30,000 acres in all, it is thought. 
No surveys have yet been made, 
When farmers interested held a con- 
ference with Commissioner Peters of 
\the irrigation branch, they were told 
he had no appropriation for the work. 
They inquired as to the cost, and it is 
possible. that if the government does 
not take up this work the farmers 
‘themselves will engage an engineer to 
make the necessary surveys. Not on- 
{ly are the farmers determined to se- 
cure surveys without delay, but they 
have signed the necessary petitions 
for the formation of the district into 
an irrigation district under the Al- 
berta Irrigation District Act, and 
these petitions have been laid before 
the government, If the surveys are 
completed this year, the district may. 
next spring be in a position to pro- 
ceed. with the awarding of the con- 
tracts for the ditches. Much of the 
land to be served by this new project 
is owned by the Mormon church,

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Canadian Crops 
At Kansas Show 


Successes Demonstrate That Canada 
Is Unsurpassed as An Agri- 
culturg] Country 
Canadians scored many remarkable 
successes at the International Soil 
Products Exposition recently held in 
Kansas City. Forty first, twenty-nine 
second and twenty-six third prizes 
were won by exhibitors from the prai- 
rie provinces. Amongst the prizes 


;won were the first, second and third 


prizes for hard spring wheat; the 
sweepstakes for wheat, and the cup 
offered by the Department of Nat- 
ural Resources of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway for the best half bushel 
of hard spring wheat; first, second 
and third prizes, and the sweepstakes 
for oats; first second and third prizes 
for flax; first second and third for 
peas, second and third prizes for bar- 
ley, and second and third prizes for 
oats, 

James S, Field, who won the cup 
sweepstakes and first prize for hard 
red spring wheat as well as sweep- 
stakes and first prize for oats, is farm- 
ing about three miles north of Regina 
and, though competing at shows for 
a number of years, this is the first 
time he has had a really big success 
outside local shows. The sweep- 
stakes for wheat and the first prize 
for hard red spring wheat have been 
won at the Kansas show by Canad- 
ians seven times during the last eight 
years. 

Western Canadian exhibitors won 
four firsts, three seconds and three 
thirds in the potato classes; they were 
also successfull in classes for cab- 
bages, cauliflowers, pumpkins, squash 
and watermelons, 

All these successes again demon- 
Strate the fact that Canada is un- 
surpassed as an agricultural country. 


Reconstruction In France 


Sixty Thousand Houses, Wrecked By 
Shell Fire, Rebuilt 

Captain Andre Tardieu, member of 
the French peace commission, speak- 
ing at a meeting of the French Amer- 
ican club, gave interesting figures on 
the reconstruction work accomplish- 
ed since the armistice. Sixty thous- 
and of the 550,000 houses in the bat- 
tle area wrecked by shell fire have 
been rebuilt; 2,016 kilometres of the 
3,246 kilometres of railway destroyed 
have been repaired, and 700 of the 
1,675 kilometres of canals rendered 
useless in the course of hostilities are 
again in commission, Of the 1,160 
plants destroyed by the enemy 588 
have been repaired. 

Equally remarkable progress is be- 
ing made in restoring to cultivation 
the vast areas in the devastated re- 
gions, The devastated area embraced 
4,500,000 acres. Of this approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 acres have been re- 
turned to the farmers and 500,000 
acres of it are ready for the seed, Ten 
million metres—over 600,000 miles — 
of barbed wire have been disentan- 
gled and carried away in the opera- 
tions, 

Commissioner Tardieu added that 
a country which had lost nearly 2,- 
000,000 workers killed or incapacitat- 
ed by war, which had been deprived 
by invasion of one-fifth of its produc- 
tive capacity, and which, nevertheless, 
of its own efforts ‘had accomplished 
such a showing as that cited above, 
has a right to rely on the effective 
help of its allies to restore complete- 
ly its economical and financial status. 


Canada’s Trade With Rumania 

The inauguration of Canada’s new- 
ly organized trade with Rumania took 
place with the sailing of the steamer 
Santeramo from Montreal for Gal- 
atz, with a cargo of general merchan- 
dise and foodstuffs, The vessel, 
which was chartered by the general 
trade commissioner at London for 
the Canadian-Rumanian trade, recent- 
ly arrived at Montreal from Cardiff 
and is a British steamer of about 
3,000 tons.

Rumania Hails Canada as Friend 

Messrs. Noxon and McCall of the 
Canadian Trade Mission have return- 
ed to London from Rumania, after 
a tour of investigation as to the pos- 
sibilities of that country. Though the 
political situation is as yet unsettled, 
there is no fear of revolution or of 
Bolshevism, Any changes that may 
take place will be gradual in the nat- 
ure of evolution, 

The chief difficulty in preventing a 
solution of her problems is the fact 
that the army controls the Govern- 
ment, It seems probable that the 
civil authorities may take control in 
the near future, 

The Canadian interests are fully 
protected and Canada is hailed as a 
great friend of the Rumanian people. 
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are individual nations under the peace 
treaty and have separate votes in the 
League of Nations’ council. This 
point, it says, is better realized in 
America than in Great Britain, as is 
shown in one of the proposed league 
reservations in the American senate 
that on any issue in which the Brit- 
ish Empire, or any dominion, is in- 
volved, the British Empire suffrage 
be restricted to one vote. 

The Guardian thinks this proposal 
will not readily find acceptance in 
the dominions and says Sir Robert 
Borden’s recent insistence on the 
right of the Canadian parliament to 
debate the ratification of the peace 
treaty is symptomatic of the in- 
creasing determination of the domin- 
ions to assert individuality. If the 
league is not to meet with embar- 
rassments it is essential that the new 
status of the dominions be fully con 


sidered and regularized, the Guard- 
ian concludes.

U.S. May Purchase. 


British Airship Tolstoi’s Count 


Two and a Half Million Dollars 
Appropriated By Congress 
for Purchase 

An early closing of the contract for 
the purchase by the navy department 
of the British rigid airship R38, the 
largest airship in the world, now un- 
der construction in England, is ex- 
pected, it was stated at Washington. 

Two and a half million dollars 
were appropriated by congress for 
the purchase of this airship. 

“The success,” said the statement, 
“of the British in building and oper- 
ating rigid airships is proved by the 
trip of the R34 to the United States 
and its return to England. While 
the Germans had many years’ start of 
the British, the latter have made 
wonderful progress in the last few 
years. 

“The R38 to outward appearances 
will look like the R34, but her dim- 
ensions, horse-power, speed and rad- 
ius of action will” be much greater. 
When full of gas, she will have a 
2,724,000 cubic foot capacity, which is 
fifteen times that of the C5, the Uni- 
ted States naval dirigible blown to 
sea and lost last spring at New- 
foundland on the eve of an attempt 
to cross the Atlantic. 

“The R38 is 694 fect in length, 86 
feet in diameter, 93 feet six inches 
high, and carries a useful Toad of 45 
tons, She is expected to have a 
maximum speed of sixty knots. 

“The British air ministry has offer- 
ed to train personnel. for the R38, 
that upon delivery the airship can be 
taken over imraediattly by a United 
States crew and flown to the U.S.
